Once Started, 
Bad Weather 
Hard to Stop 


New York, Feb. 1 —(/P)— This 


winter's unusual weather is 
like 
eating peanuts. 


With peanuts, once you start its 
hard to stop. 


Weather often falls into the same 
kind of habit. Each cold 
wave 
tends to follow in the path of the 
previous ones. The new thing this 
year is that the first cold waves, 
in. December, started on a differ- 
ent, path than normal. 


The new habit-path explains the 
severe, record-breaking cold spells 
in the West, and down into Califor- 
nia and the Rio Grande valley. It 
also explains the break Easterners 
are getting in milder-than-normal 
winter, so far. 


Our cold spells are born in Can- 
ada and the Arctic circle. Normal- 
ly they move down into our North- 
ern states and swing eastward. 


But this year they are taking a 
Western twist, riding down 
into 
the plains states and the Rockies 
and west of the Rockies. 
, This pattern of weather breed- 
ing the same kind of weather isn't 
unusual 


"It's one of the peculiarities of 
nature." explained Ernest Christie, 
meteorologist in charge of the New 
York city weather bureau office. 
'Once a sequence of weather has 
established itself it tends to go 
on^that way. It seems to set up a 


and repeat 
it time 
after 


"How 
long the pattern will last, 
no one knows. There's no way yet 
of predicting or explaining why it 
happens. When we do learn why, 
then maybe we will be able to do 
some long-range forecasting."

will return to its old habits next 
year, and spare the- west.
